A DEVELOP¬ 
MENT site which 
was at the centre of 
a High Court 
planning dispute 
has been put up for 
sale at £525,000. 

The old Coed Parc 
Library site in Park 
Street, Bridgend, which 
includes a Grade II listed 
main house, was sold by 
Bridgend County 

Borough Council 

(BCBC) to Wales and 
West Housing 

Association (WWHA) in 

2012. 

The site received 
planning permission in 
December 2017 for 15 
homes after Wales & 
West’s commercial 
subsidiary, Castell 
Homes, applied for 
consent. 

Over the last year, the 
site has been embroiled 
in a dispute brought by 
residents living next 
door. 


Last month, resident 
Alistair Nelson, took the 
matter to Cardiff High 
Court asking a judge for 
a judicial review to be 
held into the decision¬ 
making process 

undertaken by BCBC. 

Dr Nelson accused 
BCBC of breaking its 
own planning rules as the 
two applications 

associated with the site 
never went before the 
local authority’s 

development control 
committee, despite 
numerous objections 
from residents living 
nearby in Walters Street. 

He also raised 
questions over 

discussions between 
planning officers and the 
developer over the listed 
building consent, and 
warned the integrity of 
the planning system in 
Wales was undermined 
with the Welsh Ministers 
“failing to revoke an 
unlawful decision by 


BCBC”. 

The old Coed Parc 
Library site involved two 
planning applications; 
one for listed building 
consent to convert the 
old building into two 
homes and one for the 
entire 15 home 
development. 

Using their powers of 
delegated authority, 
BCBC officers refused 
the full application and 
approved the listed 
building consent in 
August 2017. 

In doing so, residents 
claimed the local 
authority “ignored” a 
petition signed by 26 
people against the plans 
as well as objection 
letters and the views of 
two local county 
councillors and the town 
council. 

Residents say that due 
to the number of 
objections, the 

application should have 
gone before the council’s 
development control 
committee rather than 
being decided by 
planning officers under 
delegated authority. 

They argue the refusal 
for the full application 
was based on a “weak 
argument” which, 
together with the listed 
building consent, paved 
the way for a planning 
inspector to overturn the 
council’s decision and 
permit the entire 
development as soon as 
Castell Homes appealed. 

Earlier this year, 
residents turned to the 
Welsh Ministers, via 
Cabinet Secretary for 
Planning Lesley 

Griffiths, to ask them to 
revoke the listed building 
consent, saying it was 
“illegally” approved by 
delegated authority. 

Ministers refused, 
saying the claim was 
“fundamentally 
misconceived”. 

This led to the judicial 
review request by Dr 
Nelson who said the 
Welsh Ministers “failed” 
to deal with the breach in 
regulations. 


However, the judge, 
Mrs Justice Andrews, 
refused the request for a 
judicial review despite 
saying there was a “nasty 
smell” about part of the 
process involving the 
listed building consent. 

She said the listed 
building consent was 
anticipated by the 
developer to be 
something that would 
give him “a helping 
hand” when it came to 
the planning permission 
but ruled that while the 
consent “might be an 
important and significant 
piece of background 
information” when 
dealing with a planning 
appeal, it “did not 
directly impact” on the 
issues raised. 

She also pointed out 
that Welsh Government 
policy meant a 
revocation order could 
only address the merits 
of the decision under 
challenge rather than any 
“flouting of the planning 
rules”. 

Pointing out 

“fundamental 
difficulties” with the 
judicial review request, 
Mrs Justice Andrews said 
the challenge should 
have involved the 
planning permission for 
the site which involved 
the decision on access 
rather than the listed 
building consent. 

She said: “It is true 
that when one seeks 
listed building consent 
for a development, a 
design and access 
statement is required to 
be supplied, but the listed 
building consent, in a 
case such as this at least, 
does not impact on the 
grant of access. It was the 
planning permission that 
did that. 

“The planning 

permission, having been 
initially refused, has 
nevertheless now been 
granted and that decision 
is unimpeachable. 

“It remains a valid 
grant of planning 
permission, including the 
grant of access, and it is

there irrespective of the 
grievance of the 
neighbours.” 

Residents say they 
have no issue with the 
development itself, but 
object to the plans to 
access 10 of the new 
homes by extending their 
quiet cul-de-sac, Walters 
Road, onto the site. 

They say the original 
entrance off Park Street - 
the A473 - used for five 
homes, should be used 
for all 15, highlighting 
road safety issues at the 
St Leonard’s Road/Park 
Street junction which 
would be used by 
vehicles accessing their 
homes via their cul-de- 
sac. 

A Welsh Government 
spokesman said: “As a 
result of Mrs Justice 
Andrews’ refusal of the 
judicial review 

application, the Welsh 
Ministers’ decision of 
March 5, 2018 not to 
revoke listed building 
consent will stand.” 

A Bridgend Council 
spokesman said: “The 
Coed Parc application 
has been processed and 
dealt with in full 
compliance with all 
relevant planning rules 
and regulations, and is in 
line with national and 
local policy.”

well as some hundreds 
of school children, were 
eagerly upon the scene. 
Hooters, gongs and 
church bells pealed 

merrily . crowds of 

people waited outside 
the Council Chamber to 
hear the speeches C 
However, when the 
official announcement 
came from the balcony 
of the Council Chamber 
(Spar today) there was a 
sad touch as earlier that 
morning at Porthcawl 
Police Station, John 
Street, (museum today) 
PC Frank Trott had died 
from the Spanish Flu. 

Bom in Somerset in 
1887 Frank had moved 
to Pontypridd by 1911, 
where he worked as a 
plate layer. Within a 
year he had joined the 
Glamorgan Constabulary 
and by 1914 had been 
posted to Newton Police 
Station. 

Along with five other 
Porthcawl policemen, he 
joined the newly-formed 
Welsh Guards Regiment 
on April 3, 1915. In 
August that year the 
regiment was posted to 
The Western Front, 
seeing action at Loos, 
The Somme, Neuve 
Chappelle and Ypres, 
during which Frank had 
been severely wounded 
and gassed twice. 

As a result of his 
health, Lance Sergeant 
Frank Trott was 
discharged from the 
service on May 27, 

1918, whereupon he 
returned to Porthcawl 
and the police force; this 
time at John Street 
Station under the 
command of Sergeant 
Jenkins. 

On October 21 he 
married Annie Mary 
David of Nottage, but 
tragically their marriage 
lasted only three weeks. 

It seems that PC 
Trott’s funeral 
encompassed the grief of 
the whole town, as many 
had been robbed of the 
chance to bury their own 
loved ones. PC Frank 
Trott was interred with 
full military honours in 
Newton churchyard on 
November 14. 

That morning 
hundreds of people had 
assembled outside the 
police station in John 


Stjohn^s Church. 



Street, whereupon the 
Rev WJ Phillips 
conducted a service 
before the cortege began 
its journey to Newton. 

The cortege headed a 
party of local Volunteer 
Training Corps under the 
charge of Sergeant- 
Major Farrow, a military 
band, 35 of the 
Glamorgan 

Constabulary, wounded 
soldiers, discharged 
soldiers; and more 
Porthcawlians who 
joined the procession as 
it made its way to the 
churchyard. Upon 
arriving at the church, 
the body was met by the 
Rev T Holmes Morgan 
who conducted the 
service, while later at the 
graveside the firing party 
fired three volleys over 
the grave followed by 
the ‘Last Post’. 

No sooner had the 
town begun to cope with 
its grief, than news of 
another son reached the 
town: Cyril Jones 
Williams had died on 
November 20 of 
bronchial pneumonia, 
following influenza and 
was buried in Saint 
Marie Cemetery, Le 
Havre, France. 

Bom in 1885 in 
Porthcawl, Cyril was the 
eldest of six children 
bom to Thomas and 
Clara Williams of 
‘Bryngwyn’, Mackworth 
Road. 

Gunner Williams, 
293rd Brigade, Royal 
Field Artillery, had 
enlisted at the outbreak 
of war and had served 
initially on the East 
African Coast before 
transferring to the 
Western Front. 

In 1911, while 
working as a quarryman 
Cyril had married 
Margaret Hopkin and the 
couple had set up home 
at 2 Hutchins Terrace, 
where a son was born 
two years later. 

It is interesting to note 
that every male member 
of Cyril’s family served 
with the colours in 
World War One. His 
father, Thomas, with the 
Royal Defense Corps 
while brothers Ivor, 
Alfred, Ewart and Fred 
served with the Royal 


Porthcawl 
historian Ceri 
Joseph continues 
her series on life 
in the town during 
the Great War - 
and this month it 
is a momentous 
one, the end of 
hostilities. 

AT 2.15am on 
November 11,1918 
the German 
delegation met 
Marshal Foch and 
other Allied 
representatives in 
Foch’s railway 
carriage in the 
Compeigne forest. 

Matthias Erzberger 


attempted to wrestle 
some levity for Germany 
from the severe Allied 
demands, stipulated by 
President Woodrow 
Wilson, but failed. 
Surrender of weapons 
and conquered lands 
were the enforced terms 
for an Armistice which 
was signed by Erzberger 
at 5.10am. 

The previous day, 
again in keeping with 
Wilson’s demand that 
negotiations with 
Germany would only go 
ahead as long as 
Germany became a 
democracy, Kaiser 
Wilhelm abdicated and 
left Germany for an 
exile in Holland that 
would last until his death 
in 1941, aged 82 

Tragically, between 


the signing of the 
Armistice and the 
allotted ceasefire at 
11am, 2,738 more men 
on all sides would be 
killed. The news that 
Germany had 
surrendered reached 
troops along the Western 
Front at different times 
as the information had 
been conveyed either by 
telephone, telegraph, 
dispatch riders or by 
runners. 

The Western Front 
was the last theatre of 
the war as Bulgaria, 
Turkey and 
Austria/Hungary had 
surrendered, 
respectively, in the 
weeks and days before. 

Mixed reactions 
greeted the Armistice. 
The new Socialist 
government of Germany 
was relieved as the 
desperate economic and 
physical state of the 
nation had almost 
resulted in revolution. 

The Prussian old 
guard, on the other hand, 
fuelled by Luddendorff’s 
pronouncement that the 
German Army had not 
been beaten, but had 
been stabbed in the back 
by Socialist and 
Communist factions 
within German society, 
would prove to be the 
belief that, in time, 
would fester and upon 
which, in 1919, the 
German Nationalist 
Party would build its 
doctrine and eventually 
grow into the Nationalist 
Socialist Party under 
Adolf Hitler. 

Meanwhile in 
November 1918, as 
Allied leaders rejoiced at 
the end of hostilities. 
Marshal Foch predicted: 
‘This is not a peace. It 
is an Armistice for 20 
years.’ Twenty years 
and 65 days later. World 
War 2 broke out. 

At home the 
Porthcawl News 
reported: ‘/n John Street, 
The Square, Esplanade 
Avenue, Mary Street, 
Suffolk Place, Fenton 
Place, South Road, New 
Road, Mackworth Road, 
Newton, Nottage and 
other parts of 
Porthcawl, flags were 
flying.

Force, Welsh Regiment 
and Royal Navy, 
respectively. 

Before the month was 
out Company Sergeant 
Major Arthur Thomas 
Roberts, 24th Welsh 
Regiment, had died had 
died as a result of his 
wounds, on November 
23 at 2nd Western 
General Hospital 
Pendleton, Manchester. 

CSM Roberts’ 
remains were conveyed 
by train to Porthcawl by 
11pm on November 26 
where they were 
received by VT Corps 
Sergeant - Major 
Farrow, Sergeant Oliver 
Howe and Tom Harding 
of the railway staff. 

CSM Roberts was buried 
the following Saturday 
with full military 
honours at St John’s 
churchyard. 

Earlier in October, Mr 
and Mrs Stradling 
Roberts of ‘The Morfa’, 
South Road, (Windmill 
House today) had been 
informed that their son 
had been severely 
wounded in action, in 
France. A missive later 
received from the 
chaplain further 
explained that it had 
found necessary to 
amputate the right arm. 

Arthur had been born. 


one of six children, to 
Stradling and Mary 
Roberts in 1888. The 
whole family had been 
bom in Porthcawl. 
Stradling worked as a 
stonemason while Arthur 
had been a haulier at the 
local timber yard; which 
probably would have 
been the Jennings 
building, at the side of 
the old dock. 

Arthur’s military 
career began when he 
joined the Glamorgan 
Yeomanry at Porthcawl 
in 1908. Called up at 
the outbreak of war he 
served at home, in 
Egypt, the Eastern Front 
before being transferred 
in 1917 to the Western 
Front. 

In 1915 Arthur had 
married Lucy Hopkin 
and set up home at 2 
Crichton Terrace, New 
Road, Porthcawl where 
she gave birth just 
before Arthur’s death. 

Incidentally Lucy had 
been too ill with 
pneumonia, a 
consequence of the 
Spanish Flu, to attend 
her husband’s funeral. 
Following Arthur’s 
death, Lucy married 
Phillip Lewis from 
Bridgend in 1920 and 
she died in 1965. 

The depth of emotion 
felt at home during 


November seemed to be 
at odds with that of 
many soldiers serving at 
the front. The 
outpouring of elation at 
the Armistice in 
Porthcawl, for example, 
was in complete contrast 
with the diary entry of 
Major ADG Evans, MC, 
Royal Horse Artillery, 
who moved to Porthcawl 
after the war. 

His entries for 
November were as 
follows: November 1 - 
‘Boche mnning like 
fun.’ November 5 - 
‘Advancing every day.’ 
November 11 - 
‘Armistice declared. 

Very dull affair.’ 
November 16 - ‘Arrived 
(at Viesly) to polish up 
for march to the Rhine.’ 

Whether at home or 
abroad the Armistice 
may have signalled the 
end of warfare, but it 
heralded the start of 
other challenges. 
Demobilisation, political 
instability and a fragile 
economy would become 
the main issues facing 
MPs elected on 
December 14, the first 
General Election after 
the war. Moreover, 
women over 30 years 
old would vote for the 
first time at this election.

THE phrase 
‘sprightly’ fails to 
do justice to 
Llandow man 
Tudor Phillips, late 
of 104 Regiment 
Royal Artillery. 

Mr Phillips 
telephoned The GEM 
with the often-used 
words “I may have a 
story for you”, and he 
was - and one hopes the 
Nine-Mile Snipers will 
approve of the pun - 
bang on target. 

Along the A48 a 
couple of miles outside 
Cowbridge is the Bryn 
Owain pub, which is the 
landmark. 

More visible, but only 
just, when heading west 
through the trees is an 
obelisk almost 40-foot 
high; it is a blink-and- 
youTl-miss-it site. 

We arranged to meet 
in the pub’s car park, 
drove - a 4X4 is best - a 
quarter of a mile or so 
up what is reputedly a 
Roman road and parked, 
donned Wellingtons and 
traipsed across the 
common to the obelisk, 
which is a memorial to 
the Glamorgan 
Yeomanry. 

In 1793, the prime 
minister, William Pitt the 
Younger, proposed that 
the English Counties 
form a force of volunteer 
yeoman cavalry, 
equivalent to the 
Territorials formed in 
1907, and the Reserves 
of today 

The Glamorgan 
Yeomanry, like so many 
other regiments, was 
raised to deal with our 
friends across la manche 
before the entente was 
so cordiale and before 
(twice now) we helped 
remove forces that had 
invaded Erance. 

The memorial, erected 
and dedicated in 1922, 
bears the inscription: 

“TO THE IMMORTAL 
MEMORY OE THOSE 
OEEICERS,N.C.O.S & 
MEN OE THE 
GLAMORGAN 
YEOMANRY WHO 
FFl1 IN 

THE GREAT WAR 
BATTLE HONOURS 
EGYPT 1916 - 1917 
GAZA JERUSALEM 
JERICHO TELL ASUR 
1917 - 1918 
PURSUIT TO MONS 
FRANCE AND 
FLANDERS 
SOMME AND 
BAPAUME 1918” 
Some 22 of the 
regiment fell, including 
six officers, during The 
Great War. Some of the 
fallen rest in Wales, 
some even in graveyards 
in Cornelly, Nottage, and 
Coity. Others lie where 
they died, in France, 




Belgium, Cairo, in 
Jerusalem. 

One of those at rest in 
Jerusalem is Major 
Richard Maunsell 
Prichard, whose parents 
lived in Bridgend, and 
there is a plaque (top 
image) in St Illtyd’s 
Church in Newcastle in 
Bridgend to his memory. 

The Glamorgan 
Yeomanry has gone 
through many 
incarnations, becoming 
an artillery regiment in 
1922, and gaining 
further battle honours 
during World War Two 
including Monte 
Cassino, Operation 
Market Garden, and 
Operation Overlord, the 
D-Day invasion of 
France. 

After the restructuring 
of the Territorial Army 
in 1967, the Glamorgan 
Yeomanry lineage was 
perpetuated by C 
(Glamorgan Yeomanry) 
Troop, 211 (South 
Wales) Battery, 104th 
Regiment Royal 
Artillery. GEM readers 
may remember a piece 
to coincide with 
Reserves’ Day about 
Gunner Natalie O’Shea 


of Pencoed and of 104 
Regiment, 

Chatting to Mr 
Phillips by the 
monument - which to a 
layman appears to be in 
good condition - on a 
crisp Autumnal day, 
there are number of 
things he would like to 
see happen to the site, 
including making it 
more visible. 

Many trees have, 
quite naturally, grown in 
the past 96 years. 

Mr Phillips - who is 
87 and shares his 
birthday with the Prince 
of Wales - said: “It’s a 
grand monument to a 
local regiment with 
centuries of history and 
many connections 
around Bridgend the 
Vale and further afield. 

“To see it remain 
accessible, and 
maintained and visible 
would be a further 
tribute to the sacrifices 
made by the Glamorgan 
Yeomanry.”

Cosmology Corner: 
looking at the moons 
of the Solar System 


TAKING inspiration yet again 
from a recent tea-time TV 
quiz programme (wbicb 
frequently seems to include 
astronomy as a question 
category), we’re going to stay 
closer to borne on this 
occasion and look at tbe 
moons of tbe solar system - of 
wbicb there are 198 and 
counting! 

Jupiter plays host to an astonishing 
79 moons of which the four 
‘Galilean’ moons Ganymede, 

Callisto, lo and Europa, are readily 
visible through ordinary binoculars 
strung out in a line alongside the 
planet. 

They are so called because they 
were first identified as moons of 
Jupiter by Galileo using his early 
telescope. Ganymede is the largest 
moon in the solar system, being 
larger than Mercury and two thirds 
the size of Mars. If it were orbiting 
the Sun instead of Jupiter it would 
certainly be classed as a planet in its 
own right. 

Ganymede is known to have four 
subsurface salt water oceans 
containing six times the total volume 
of water on Earth! Callisto is the least 
radioactive of all the moons, while lo 
is the most radioactive. lo is also the 
hottest moon with temperatures of 
more than two and a half thousand 
degrees Fahrenheit around its 400 
volcanoes. 

Europa, the smallest of the four 
Galilean moons, is certainly the most 
interesting being an ice moon with 
cryo-geysers and a thin oxygen 
atmosphere. Scientists think this 
moon is a likely candidate for 
primitive life in its subsurface water 
ocean. 

Of Saturn’s 62 moons. Titan also 
holds special interest. It has the most 
dense atmosphere of any moon, 
almost one and a half times as dense 
as Earth’s atmosphere, and rivers and 


seas of liquid methane and ethane. 
Titan’s atmosphere consists of 97 per 
cent nitrogen and almost 3 per cent 
methane. It is also believed to have a 
sub-surface liquid water ocean. 

Our own moon, Luna, is the fifth 
largest natural satellite in the Solar 
System. It is the coldest of all the 
moons with temperatures as low as 
413 degrees Fahrenheit in the 
shadowed craters at its south pole. 

The Moon rotates on its axis in 
about the same time it takes to orbit 
the Earth which is why we always 
see the same face when we view it 
from Earth. The gravitational 
attraction that masses have for one 
another decreases inversely with the 
square of distance, so the side of the 
Earth facing the Moon experiences a 
slightly greater attraction than the 
part of the Earth opposite the Moon. 
The oceans on the side under the 
Moon bulge outwards, towards the 
Moon, under this gravitational 
attraction and, in simple terms, this is 
what causes the elevated sea levels 
which we know as ocean tides. 

Back to that TV quiz programme - 
what was the actual question which 
has caused our current interest? It 
was several weeks ago and I can’t 
remember the exact wording, but it 
related to which of three named 
planets in the solar system had no 
moon. There being just two such 
planets, the correct answer among 
those offered would either have been 
Venus, which may have had a moon 
in the distant past which was 
destroyed in a collision with another 
object, or Mercury, which is too close 
to the Sun to hold on to a moon. 

Mercury is a curious planet and is 
of special interest just now with the 
recent launch of two probes 
developed in Europe and Japan which 
are now well on their way to the 
Sun’s closest neighbour. More on that 
next time.

The group has recognised that increasing numbers 
of men find themselves isolated in their own homes, 
experiencing feelings of loneliness, low self-worth 
and even a lack of purpose in life. 

In many situations this has had a major impact on 
their physical and mental health. 

The Men’s Shed organisation, which originated in 
Australia, is now becoming more and more popular 
in Wales with increasing numbers of groups being 
established across the country. 

The purpose of the organisation is to assist men to 
combat the stress of loneliness and isolation by 
introducing opportunities for them to meet, share 
and enjoy a variety of hobbies and activities 
together. 

Caerau Men’s Shed is leading the way with an 
‘innovative’ activity schedule. 

Now in its second year, the members of Caerau 
Men’s Shed hold their regular meeting every Friday 
at the Caerau Community Development Trust where 
they plan their upcoming projects and activities. 

Friendships that have evolved from these 
meetings have led to the men also meeting up at the 
centre informally throughout the week for coffee, 
breakfast or lunch. 

The men have been involved in many projects and 
activities in the area. These include raising money 
for causes, developing allotments and landscaping 
land at the rear of the centre to be used as an outdoor 
patio. 

The latest project for the Caerau Men’s Shed has 
been the production of its 2019 calendar. They 
wanted to show that just because they are now more 
mature (and perhaps a little less agile) it did not 
mean that they couldn’t have fun. 

So, they decided on the theme of ‘Boys having 
Fun’ and reminiscing on their youth; they came up 
with lots of ideas which included making tree 
swings, gambos (Welsh for go-carts), playing 
conkers and even chasing goats and alpacas. 

The time spent on production rejuvenated them

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BCBC is fined at Crown Court 
after fatal accident in Maesteg 


BRIDGEND County Borough 
Council (BCBC) has been fined 
£300,000 at Cardiff Crown Court 
following the death of a 15-year- 
old pupil who was struck by a 
minibus near Maesteg 

Comprehensive School in 
December 2014, writes AJ 
SICLUNA. 

In addition, the local authority was 
ordered to pay legal costs of £29,228. 

The council was prosecuted by the 
Health and Safety Executive in relation to 
the death of Ashley Talbot and admitted 
being an employer which failed to 
discharge general health and safety duties 
to persons other than employees. 

The Recorder for Cardiff, Judge Eleri 
Rees said Ashley’s death could have been 
avoided, had health and safety measures 
been in place. 

Prosecutor Simon Morgan said a bus 
driver had described how he was parking 
his vehicle behind another bus, and there 
were two buses on either side of the road. 

One driver became aware of boys 
running past between gaps in the buses 
and into the road. 

Mr Morgan said the driver saw a school 


mini bus approach and heard a loud thud 
and someone shouted: “He’s been hit.” 

Ashley, who suffered multiple injuries, 
was pronounced dead at the scene. He was 
under the school minibus. 

The school opened in September 2008. 

Traffic arrangements, including 
parking, bus bays, drop-off points and 
walkways had needed to be costed early 
because if they occurred later, it would be 
expensive and difficult to implement. 

But, said Mr Morgan: “This was not 
achieved at the design phase, was not 
rectified and was not monitored 
throughout the process.” 

He claimed the council failed to comply 
with “a huge amount of guidance.” 

He said that the authority had failed to 
address issues created in and outside of the 
school which presented a risk to children. 

The court heard that three weeks before 
Ashley’s death, a pupil ran between two 
parked buses, causing a school minibus to 
brake hard and on a later occasion, pupils 
ran into the path of a minibus, which 
stopped just in time. 

The prosecution’s case, he said, was a 
tragic incident which could have been 
prevented, had BCBC followed measures 
to minimise the risks. 


Anthony Vines, representing the 
council, said the authority wished to 
record its deep regret for the 
circumstances which resulted in Ashley’s 
death. 

He said there had since been a review of 
the authority’s behaviour with respect to 
vehicle movement and a programme had 
been designed to protect the children on 
all schools and premises under the 
council’s ownership. This involved more 
than 100 sites. 

The court heard that Ashley had been a 
loving son and brother and was a keen 
chess player. 

It was also revealed that another child 
who could not be named was also 
involved in the incident. 

The court heard that the driver of the 
bus concerned, a PE teacher, Christopher 
Brooks, had been unable to avoid Ashley, 
after he ran into the road. 

An inquest has ruled that Ashley’s death 
was accidental. 

Said the Judge: “Any sentence passed at 
this hearing cannot attempt to mitigate the 
loss of a precious and priceless life or 
address what the family has suffered and 
continues to endure.

These are tank or 
aircraft crews who 
fought and died together, 
and whose remains were 
unseparable. Sometimes, 
coffins are filled with 
sandbags to give it the 
weight to heft it properly 
and more seemingly 
onto the shoulders of the 
bearer party. 

Barely a civilian 
cemetery in the land has 
not at least one CWGC 
grave. 

St Illtyd’s in 

Newcastle, Bridgend has 
one. Cowbridge has two, 
Porthcawl cemetery has 
18, including Kiwis, 
Canadians, and Aussies, 
as well as four Polish 
airmen. 

Even if not with their 
comrades, the graves are 
with others. 

Except one. 

Stroll along the River 
Ogmore in Bridgend, 
and across from 
Glanrhyd Hospital is a 
gated field, a pleasantly 
rural aspect, even if the 
M4 is audible from it. 


surrounded by trees. 

A pleasant site, and in 
fact consecrated ground. 
It is a cemetery with one 
occupant with the 
uniform CWGC 
headstone. 

Little is known, but 
much is speculated, 
about its lone occupant. 
Rifleman CW (Charles 
William) Murphy of the 
Monmouths hi re 
Regiment. 

A patient of Glanrhyd 
Hospital, he died on July 
31,1918 aged 37, never 
having seen active 
service. 

A hero? No, but 
possibly still a casualty 
of war in some form, 
and possibly the holder 
of another unenviable 
record: the loneliest war 
grave. 

And yet, each year, 
people vault over the 
gate to the cemetery and 
place a cross, or a 
poppy, on his grave. 

He died alone, and he 
lies alone, but he is not 
forgotten and, hopefully, 
is at peace.

COUNCILLORS in Bridgend 
are calling for greater scrutiny 
over the health and safety of 
all new schools in Bridgend 
after a teenager died when he 
was hit by a school minibus. 

Eifteen-year-old Ashley Talbot died 
in December 2014 following the 
incident in the grounds of Maesteg 
Comprehensive School. 

Last week, Bridgend County 
Borough Council (BCBC) was fined 
£300,000 following a prosecution by 
the Health and Safety Executive 
(HSE). 

The council had pleaded guilty to a 
health and safety breach. 

The hearing at Cardiff Crown 
Court on Eriday, November 2, was 
told that Ashley’s death could have 
been avoided had safety measures 
been in place. 

The court heard that concerns were 
raised before the new build school 
was opened in 2008 regarding risks to 
pedestrians from moving vehicles. 

Speaking at a BCBC corporate 
overview and scrutiny committee 
meeting on Tuesday, November 6, 

Cllr Martyn Jones said there was an 
urgent need to scrutinise the local 
authority’s health and safety 
responsibilities, not only to staff but 
to everyone in the county. 

He said: “Recent events would 
dictate we have some urgency to this 
particular topic because the public are 
going to look to members for 
guidance and to this authority to 
ensure the necessary measures are in 
place. 

“I suggest we advise the necessary 
directorate of our intention to 
scrutinise this, it would be good to 


have a report to give us a brief 
overview of what happened. 

“This is not a witch hunt - we’ve 
had a coroner’s inquest process and a 
crown court process - this is an 
opportunity now for local members to 
be reassured lessons really have been 
learned and we have a robust plan 
and strategy in place for the future 
delivery of health and safety. 

“It is imperative the public see that 
this committee is taking this seriously 
and adopting an air of urgency here.” 

Cllr Norah Clarke said all new 
schools in the county needed to be 
looked at. 

She said: “We’re honing in on 
Maesteg School but there seems to be 
problems with other schools as well 
with regards to health and safety 
within the actual area of the school. 

“I don’t know what it is but we are 
just not getting the design of these 
schools right for something like that 
to happen in a new comprehensive 
school. 

“I can’t get my head around the 
fact there wasn’t segregation [of 
vehicles and pedestrians].” 

Cllr Jones said there was a need to 
look at policies and procedures as 
well as the number of near misses 
reported to the local authority and 
how it had responded. 

The committee chairman, Cllr 
Cheryl Green, said the issue would be 
prioritised and a scrutiny meeting 
organised with representatives from 
schools among the invitees.

Five people charged

Pilgrimage of remembrance 
for two members of local 
Royal British Legion branch 


MEMBERS of the Llantwit 
Major branch of The Royal 
British Legion (RBL) joined 
thousands of Armed Forces 
veterans and supporters 
from across the UK and 
worldwide in a pilgrimage 
of remembrance to some of 
World War One’s most 
poignant sites. 

Neil and Suzanne Foster 
attended the Great Pilgrimage 90 
as representatives of Llantwit 
Major RBL, as a standard bearer 
and wreath layer respectively. 

Between August 5 to 9, the RBL 
and a holiday tour firm teamed up 
to deliver a tribute to the veterans 
and war widows from the First 
World War who embarked upon 
the first Great Pilgrimage in 1928. 

The idea behind it was for the 
fledgling Legion, which had been 
established by Sir Douglas Haig in 
1921, to provide an experience that 
would allow them to visit the 
battlefield sites of the Western 
Front and to commemorate the 
achievements of the Hundred Day 
Offensive, which began on August 
8 with the Battle of Amiens. 

Just like the event from 1928, 
the the RBL and the holiday 
partner would provide two days of 
touring the sites of Ypres and the 
Somme before attending a 
ceremony in Ypres on August 8; to 
recreate the original pilgrimage 
from 1928 and to remember the 


hundredth anniversary of the 
Hundred Day Offensive. 

A spectacular two-mile march 
through Ypres to the 
Commonwealth War Grave 
Commission’s Menin Gate 
Memorial, led by 1,100 standard 
bearers, was the culmination of the 
three day event which saw the 
2,200 people visit the World War 
One trenches, battlefields and 
cemeteries of France and Belgium. 

Maureen Geary Jones, secretary 
of the Llantwit Major branch said: 
“Being part of such a historic 
event, representing Llantwit Major 
in commemorating those who lost 
their lives in the First World War, 
was an honour and something they 
will never forget.” 

Bob Gamble, The Royal British 
Legion’s Head of Commemorative 
Events, said: “GP90 was the 
Legion’s biggest membership 
event in modem history and is a 
suitable tribute from the members 
of The Royal British Legion in 
honour of the First World War 
generation, echoing the way the 
British Legion community 
commemorated the 10th 
anniversary of the conflict in 
1928.”

ON November 3, 
Porthcawl Museum 
hosted a most 
remarkable 
occasion. 

Local MP Mrs 
Madeline Moon was 
presented with one of 
her grandfather’s World 
War One medals by Mr 
Andrew Lee, a Royal 
Naval Ealklands veteran 
who had travelled down 
from Barnard Castle, 
Tyne and Weir. 

What was so 
remarkable was that 
Mrs Moon had all but 
given up hope of ever 
tracking down any of 
her grandfather’s 
medals. 

Corporal Albert 
Edward Ironside, 
attached to the ‘O’ 

Cable Section, Royal 
Engineers had been 
killed on July 22, 1917 
while laying 
communication lines 
preceding the battle. 

Albert, a farm 
labourer from 
Sunderland was married 
with one son, also 
called Albert Edward 
(Madeleine’s father) had 
enlisted in the RE prior 
to the war. 

On August 15 he 
landed in Erance with 
the BEE and throughout 
the next three years 
would have been 
assigned to laying signal 
communications in 
various parts of the 
Western Eront. 

In July 1917 his unit 
was assigned to laying 
cables in unsuitable 
terrain, fearing 
bombardment from 
German shelling, amid 
the heavy rainfall in the 
weeks leading up to 
Passchendaele. 

Yet the Germans had 
changed tactics by July 
1917. 

They allowed the 
enemy to cover an 
increasing amount of 
ground in the hope that 
they would lose 
momentum. 

Consequently, 
forward signal parties 
would often become 
involved in fighting. 
Such evidence suggests

that Corporal Ironside 
may have, therefore, 
been entrapped and died 
fighting. 

Corporal Albert 
Edward Ironside is 
buried in Dozinghem 
cemetery, north east of 
Ypres. Eollowing his 
death, his widow 
married again and 
unfortunately, in time, 
Albert’s medals got lost. 

In 2014 as part of the 
Porthcawl Museum’s 
research into local 
World War One soldiers, 
Mrs Moon visited the 
museum and related 
Albert’s story as 
recounted in his pocket 
diary. 

Ceri Joseph then 
wrote and uploaded the 
story onto the museum’s 
World War One website: 
porthcawlandthegreatw 
ar.com. 

Three months ago, 
while trawling the 
internet Mr Andrew Lee 
came across the story 
and on recognising 
Albert’s name and 
number contacted the 
museum. Andrew had 
some years before 
bought Albert’s 1914- 
1915 Star medal, from 
an internet site. 

Mrs Moon, on being 
told of this discovery, 
contacted Andrew.

Consequently, 
Andrew and his wife 
Brenda arrived at the 
museum with the medal. 

It was Andrew’s wish 
that Mrs Moon receive 
the medal, and that the 
cost of the medal be 
given as a donation to 
the museum. 

This wonderful 
gesture, and the honour 
felt by Mrs Moon, was 
clearly appreciated by 
all those present. 

Andrew later 
commented: “I would 
just like to say how 
proud this day has made 
me feel, to finally return 
the medal of Albert 
Edward Ironside to 
where it rightfully 
belongs.” 

Mrs Moon expressed 
her immense gratitude 
to Andrew, stating that 
through his kindness she 
will be able to wear the 
medal in honour of 
Albert at Porthcawl’s 
World War One 
Remembrance Service 
on Saturday, November 
10 at All Saints’ 

Church; and at the 
Armistice Service the 
following day. 

Porthcawl Museum 
trustee John Richardson 
who gratefully received 
the donation from Mrs 
Moon, expressed how 
proud the museum was

The Invictus Games: a personal view 
from silver medal winner Jeff Robinson 


AFTER a well-deserved break 
to recuperate from the 
rigours of a flight back from 
Oz, Llantwit Major’s Jeff 
Robinson - a former RAF 
flight sergeant and two-time 
Invictus Games competitor - 
has had time to speak to The 
GEM after his team’s hard- 
fought silver in wheelchair 
rugby. 

‘Inspiring’ is an over-used word, 
but now and again, it fits. 

This is one of those occasions. 

Here, speaking exclusively to The 
GEM, Jeff gives an insight into his 
life, his motivation, and what the 
Invictus Games means to him. 

THE Invictus Games have 
proved to be a major step in 
my recovery from life 
changing injuries. 

During my 23 years’ service, I had 
both knees rebuilt, smashed up my 
left shoulder and compressed my 
spine which required fusion surgery 
and left me in constant pain. I then 
had a motorcycle accident where I 
broke my neck and back, leaving me 
paralysed from the chest down. 

Sport had always been a massive 
part of my life. I was RAF boxing 
champion, going on to box for Wales, 
represented the Combined Services in 
Athletics, and played rugby and 
football at RAF Station level. 

Initially, I found life outside the 
Forces okay. I had spent my last 12 
years’ service working with the Army 
and eight of those were away on 
operational duties. 

I was physically and mentally 
burnt out, and had missed the 
majority of my youngest son growing 
up. 

Gradually though, I missed the 
camaraderie of the Forces and went 


into the private security sector, where 
I worked with a lot of ex-Forces 
personnel. 

My motorcycle accident changed 
all that and I became very reclusive, 
until wheelchair rugby and the 
opportunity to trial for the 2017 
Invictus Games came about. It gave 
me the opportunity to represent my 
country again, alongside real warriors 
who were fighting their own battles, 
both physically and mentally. 

Many of whom are young men and 
women whose lives have been 
changed dramatically, but refuse to be 
conquered. The whole journey has 
been inspirational and given me the 
self-belief to return to work, to such 
an extent where I am now a director 
of a security consultancy company. 

As for training for wheelchair 
rugby at the Games, I am fortunate 
enough to train and play for the 
Ospreys Wheelchair rugby team 
under the tutelage of Paul Jenkins, 
who is also the UK Invictus team 
coach. I was lucky enough to play in 
all the important games at last year’s 
Games, but unfortunately I 
aggravated an existing shoulder 
injury in the build up to these games, 
which hampered my game time 
severely. 

Nevertheless, there was a real team 
ethos in the squad, all pushing 
towards success, regardless of who 
was in the starting line up. For me, it 
was like serving again - knowing the 
lads had your back. 

I would recommend to anyone 
who has had a life-changing injury or 
illness to reach out and find a club or 
organisation that can and will help 
with their recovery. For me, it was a 
chance meeting with a now very 
good friend of mine, Sam Floyd, who 
was a firefighter until he broke his 
neck in a freak accident jumping into 
the sea, resulting in him breaking his 
neck and leaving him quadriplegic; 


which led me on the path to recovery. 

It put everything into perspective 
when he told me that if he had the 
physical function I had, then he 
would go travelling the world. 

How could I feel sorry for myself 
when he said that? 

Without Help for Heroes, I believe 
the Invictus Games would not be 
possible. What I would add, though, 
is all the other work they do for ex- 
service men and women, including 
educational courses, work 
placements, clinical appointments 
and, of course, sporting activities. 

The work they do and these 
programmes cannot be 
underestimated in the recovery of 
wounded, injured or sick veterans or 
serving personnel and their loved 
ones. 

I must say how much the help of 
my family and friends has been key 
to my ongoing recovery. I owe them 
all so much. 

In addition, I would like to thank 
the Service charities, who all work 
tirelessly to achieve the same goal of 
supporting our service personnel and 
have been paramount in my personal 
recovery, including the Royal British 
Fegion, the Royal Air Forces 
Association and Supporting Wounded 
Veterans.

For us Air Traffic Control (ATC) 
personnel and our aircrew colleagues who 
fly in the local area, the accessibility and 
out-of-the-box flyability of drones poses 
an ever-increasing threat to aviation safety. 
You will have seen and read news stories 
about close encounters between aircraft 
(carrying between one and over 500 
people) and drones, and it is accepted 
industry-wide that a collision with 
potentially catastrophic results is a matter 
of when, not if. 

Hopefully if you are planning to buy a 
drone for a family member this Christmas 
or if you’re looking forward to receiving 
one yourself, the UK Civil Aviation 
Authority has a healthy stock of 
publications for you to read to allow you 
to enjoy your drone safely and responsibly. 

These materials can be found at 
www.caa .co .uk/Consumers/Unmanned- 
aircraft-and-drones/ and drone safe .uk/. 

It’s important to think about where and 
how you’re flying your drone, especially 


in busy portions of airspace like the Vale. 
Flying a drone anywhere between Nash 
Point and Cardiff Bay, especially in the 
immediate vicinity of Cardiff and St Athan 
aerodromes, could pose a danger to 
aircraft and should be avoided where 
possible. 

If you would still like to fly your drone 
in this area and have any questions or 
concerns about the safety of your flight 
then please call either Cardiff ATC (24 
hours a day) on 01446 752094 or St Athan 
ATC (8am-5pm) on 01446 798889 
beforehand. 

The friendly staff will help you with 
your queries and take down some details 
about your proposed flight in order to 
enable controllers to keep manned aircraft 
safely informed about your drone.

under the auspices of 
Girls director Jesse 
Perez, which tells the 
story of Annie (Rose 
Byrne), whose 
relationship with 
boyfriend Duncan 
(Chris O’Dowd) is 
feeling jaded. 

When Annie comes 
across an old demo tape 
of now-faded singer- 
songwriter Tucker 
Crowe (Ethan Hawke), 
Duncan’s musical hero, 
her pithy online review 
draws the attentions of 
the reclusive Crowe and 
the pair strike up an 
unlikely relationship... 

A Venn diagram of 
Nick Hornby subject 
matter would be 
dominated by affairs of 
the heart and music, so 
Juliet, Naked is very 
much Hornby’s happy 
space, but the question 
is, how does the book 
work when transposed 


to the big screen? 

The answer is 
reasonably well; a film 
that has a charming and 
inoffensive presence 
about it that focuses on 
the hopes we leave 
behind to forge ahead 
with our lives, and 
whether these hopes can 
be salvaged when things 
go awry. 

It has a cast that is 
both top-drawer yet also 
hugely likeable, and it 
comes across in the 
performances. Rose 
Byrne is vastly 
underrated as a 
performer, and here 
she’s brilliant as a 
woman whose body 
clock and ambitions are 
waking up 15 years too 
late. 

It’s a straighter 
performance than you 
might expect, but it’s 
one that is spot-on, 
wonderfully nailing the 


ennui of her character. 

Chris O’Dowd is 
equally good, his love 
of Tucker Crowe and 
the mystique that 
surrounds him making 
himself closed off to 
Annie and her feelings, 
and O’Dowd plays the 
slightly pompous and 
unaware Duncan with a 
pleasing tone. 

Ethan Hawke’s 
credentials speak for 
themselves, but as the 
man behind the myth, 
he’s awkwardly 
charming and likeable. 
Collecting ex-partners 
and children like gold 
discs, he’s a man who 
has turned his back on 
fame to live his life, but 
whose past is constantly 
echoing around him. 

It’s a turn delivered 
laconically, but Crowe’s 
reasons for turning his 
back on his music 
career, and the constant 


audio references to his 
seminal album Juliet, 
hint at darker issues that 
Hawke conveys with 
subtlety. 

Among the writers 
who have developed 
Hornby’s prose for the 
big screen here is Jim 
Taylor, whose work has 
most notably been with 
Alexander Payne - the 
likes of Sideways and 
Election - and you can 
see something of a join 
with those works in the 
way the story draws 
laughs from true-to-life 
scenarios, finding the 
humour and the pathos 
in the lives of relatable 
people. 

Director Jesse Peretz’ 
CV is littered with top- 
quality TV {Girls, 
Divorce) and slightly- 
less-auspicious films 
{The Ex), but his 
direction here veers 
more towards the 


former than the latter. 

This isn’t a story that 
requires much in the 
way of visual flair, but 
Peretz’ direction has a 
warm and gentle glow 
about it, dovetailing the 
tone of the story and 
making it low-key but 
gently impressive. 

In fact, its low-key 
nature is one of the 
flaws of the film; as the 
story develops you 
never feel it pick up the 
pace, and as things 
develop for the 
characters there is no 
dramatic push and pull. 

Instead, it just flows 
into one (which leads to 
an ending that feels 
quite abrupt, especially 
given how much we are 
asked to latch on to 
these characters), which 
takes a little of the shine 
off proceedings. 

However, Juliet, 
Naked is a satisfying 


film, one that unspools 
gently but connects 
enough to make it a 
subtle and pleasing 
film. It’s perhaps a 
little too soft to really 
resonate any longer than 
it has to, but while in its 
company, you’ll enjoy 
it. 

VERDICT: Nick 
Hornby’s latest book to 
hit the big screen, 

Juliet, Naked is a 
thoroughly charming 
comedy that may lack 
bite, but not to its 
detriment. Enjoyable 
performances and an 
engaging plot offer up 
plenty to savour, even if 
it ends up feeling a little 
too one-note. Enjoyable.

Richard Wain, was a 
hotelier first in 
Brynmawr, and later in 
Penarth. 

Richard lived with 
his parents, 
grandparents and three 
servants at The Knoll 
on Cog Road in Sully 
from about 1901 to 
around 1906. His 
father, Harris Wain, was 
a manager at Sully 
National School when 
Glamorgan Council 
took over the school in 
1905. 

After attending the 
Llandaff Cathedral 
School Richard was 
sent to St Bees, a 
prestigious independent 
school in Cumberland, 
and was educated there 
from 1911 to 1914. 

He passed the Higher 
Certificate, Oxford and 
Cambridge Joint Board, 
joined the Officer 
Training Corps, and 
was the holder of a 
house scholarship. 
Intending to go to 
Oxford University, his 
plans were halted by 
the events of the 
summer of 1914. 

He joined the 7th 
(Reserve) Battalion of 
the Welsh Regiment, a 
cyclist battalion which 
never saw active 
service. Richard 
transferred to the 16th 
Battalion of the 
Middlesex Regiment, 
with whom he 
underwent basic 
training. 

He was 

commissioned into the 
Manchester Regiment 
on July 3, 1915 and 
joined the 17th 
Battalion on July 16, 
1915 at Belton Park, 



Lt Richard Wain. 

Grantham. After 
completing their 
training at Larkhill on 
Salisbury Plain the 
battalion was posted to 
France in November. 
Richard joined them 
some time afterwards as 
a second lieutenant. 

The next few months 
were spent on guard 
duties, forming working 
parties taking supplies 
up to the front line and 
repairing trenches and 
barbed wire. At the end 
of June they moved to 
the Somme area in 
preparation for the great 
attack. 

On the evening of 
June 30, 1916 the 
battalion moved into 
the assembly trenches 
north-east of Maricourt 
and at 8.30am the 
following morning, 
Richard and A 
Company advanced 
towards the German 
lines. 

Second Lieutenant 
Kenneth Callan- 
Macardle (killed on 
July 10) wrote later: 

‘The ground was so 
rough and broken with 
shell holes that when I 
lay down under our 
barrage, I found myself 
ahead of the first line - 
I had four men left. 

“The 17th had 


advanced too quickly. 
We had done it all at 
the slowest walk and 
been quite unchecked - 
so we lay down for 40 
minutes, under the 
shells, waiting. Waiting 
is hard. We were to 
rush the village at 9:56. 
‘The time came. I was 
watching A Company to 
see them rise arid the 
seconds ticked on. I 
hailed a serjeant and 
asked him, shouting in 
his ear, where his 
ojficers were. “All 
gone. Sir! ” he shouted 
back. 

I caught a glimpse of 
young Wain, his face 
haggard with pain, one 
leg soaked with blood, 
smoking a cigarette and 
pushing himself 


forward with a stick. 
His voice was full of 
sobs and tears of pain 
and rage. “Get up you 
bastards. Blast your 
souls - get up”. I 
waved to him and he 
smiled and dropped - 
he knew it was not 
absolutely up to him 
any longer. 

We of B Company 
took over, for he was 
the last of A Company’s 
officers and their 
serjeant major was also 
killed. 

We were enfiladed 
from our left (where 
another battalion had 
failed to advance) by 
machine gun and rifle 
fire.

Free book tells story 
of ships and men who 
served in Great War 


Victoria Cross soldiers 
are set to be honoured 


EVERYONE 
visiting the Silver 
Star Decorating 
and DIY store in 
Barry can collect a 
free copy of a book 
published at £10. 

The book, sponsored 
by Terry Sylvester is a 
centenary tribute to the 
ships and the men who 
served in the 1914-18 
war. 

It tells the story of the 
paddle steamers of the 
Bristol Channel, the 
Clyde, the Thames, and 
other areas of Britain 
which exchanged their 
role as summer pleasure 
steamers to become 
minesweepers, troop and 
prisoner of war 
transporters and 


headquarters ships, often 
in the centre of battle. 

The paddle steamers 
proved that they were 
capable of long sea 
voyages in both summer 
and winter weather 
conditions. From our 
own town of Barry the 
beautiful ships Gwalia, 
Devonia and Barry, 
which were built for the 
Barry Railway Company 
in 1905 and 1907, were 
manned by many local 
men. 

Amazingly the paddle 
steamer Barry steamed 
to the Mediterranean and 
was at Gallipoli taking 
part in the landing of 
troops at Suvla Bay, and 
later carrying troops, 
stores, guns and 
ammunitions in the Gulf 
of Salonika where the 


ship was often under 
attack. 

The Barry was re¬ 
named Waverley and 
was bombed, and sunk, 
in the North Sea in the 
Second World War. Her 
wreck was discovered 
recently and the ship’s 
wheel and other items 
are now on display in 
Barry Library and 
Council Offices at King 
Square. 

Some pleasure 
steamers from the Clyde 
even steamed all the way 
to Russia. 

A total of 13 paddle 
steamers from the 
famous White Funnel 
Fleet of P & A 
Campbell, served in the 
war and two of the 
steamers were sunk on 
active service in 1915. 
Four Campbell paddle 
steamers: Britannia, 
Ravenswood, Glen Usk 
and Glen Gower, which 
will be remembered by 
many older Barry 
residents, also served in 
the Second World War. 

The books are 
available from the Silver 
Star Decorating and 
Home Improvement 
store, opposite the Dock 
Offices clock on Barry 
Docks. 
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Richard was by now 
unable to walk and was 
evacuated back to the 
Regimental Aid Post 
and then via a field 
ambulance to a casualty 
clearing station. The 
wound to his leg was 
so serious that he was 
evacuated back to 
Britain, where he spent 
time recovering from 
his injuries. 

After making a full 
recovery, he was 
transferred to the heavy 
branch of the Machine 
Gun Corps on January 
2, 1917 and was posted 
to A Battalion in France 
where he underwent 
training in the new 
weapon: the tank. 

In April he spent 10 
days’ leave in Paris and 
on returning joined his 
unit in Belgium where 
preparations were 
underway for the great 
battle of Messines. By 
now promoted to the 
rank of lieutenant, on 
June 7 he led his crew 
on the first day of the 
attack across marshy 
ground - totally 
unsuitable for tanks. 

A piece of shell from 
a British artillery 
barrage struck his tank 
and wounded one of 


the crew. Eventually 
his tank became stuck 
in No Man’s Land and 
the following night the 
tanks were withdrawn. 

On August 22 he 
was promoted to the 
rank of captain and was 
wounded again two 
days later. He led his 
tank section during the 
Third Battle of Ypres 
(Passchendaele), but 
again the ground 
conditions were 
unsuitable for tank 
deployment. 

Aged just 20, 
Richard Wain won his 
Victoria Cross later that 
same year. 

At dawn on 
November 20, 1917, 
his tank moved forward 
from its concealed 
position around the 
village of 

Gouzeaucourt, using 
low gears to reduce the 
noise. This was the 
first day of the Battle 
of Cambrai when 378 
tanks took part in an 
attempt to break 
through the German 
line between Trescault 
and Gonnelieu. 

The German troops 
were terrified by the 
approach of these 
lumbering machines 
emerging out of the 
early morning mist but 
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there were pockets of 
resistance. 

Richard was in the 
leading tank of his 
section of No 1 
Company. He was in 
charge of A Battalion, 
Section 1, consisting of 
tanks A1, A2 and A3. 
He was on board A2 
‘ Abou-Ben-Adam IF, 
commanded by 
Lieutenant Christopher 
William Duncan. His 
orders were to proceed 
in the direction of 
Good Old Man Farm 
towards Marcoing and 
assist the infantry in 
their advance. 

They crossed the 
German line, the 
Hindenburg Line, and 
cleared the enemy 
defenders as they went. 
The infantry were then 
held up by a 
strongpoint consisting 
of a machine gun post 
with a trench mortar in 
the Hindenburg 
Support Line and called 
for assistance from the 
tanks. 

One by one, 
Richard’s tank section 
was knocked out by 
fire from a trench 
mortar battery. His 
own tank was hit five 
times before it was 
stopped. A2 was 
knocked out on the 
ridge between Villers- 
Plouich and Marcoing, 
near Good Old Man 
Farm. 

His crew were by 
now all dead or 
wounded. Richard 
himself was badly 
wounded but jumped 
out of the tank, 
accompanied by 
another member of the 
crew. 

One of the crew. 
Private Joseph 
Mossman, described 
what happened next: 
Captain Wain and 
Stower made a dash for 
the trench which was 
nearer their door. 
Roberts and 1 left by 
the opposite door and 
were fired on by a 
German rifleman at 
point blank range. 
Fortunately he was a 
poor shot and we made 
the trench. 

Our only weapons 
were revolvers carried 
by Captain Wain, 
Roberts and myself. 
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Captain Wain got on 
the parados (the back 
of the trench) and 
threw German ‘tater- 
masher ’ bombs into the 
long grass. 

He then picked up a 
Lewis machine gun and 
advanced towards the 
strongpoint, firing as 
he went. Capturing the 
German strongpoint, he 
took several prisoners 
and destroyed four 
trench mortars and two 
machine guns. He 
refused medical 
attention.’ 

Rifleman Walter 
Wilkinson wrote later: 
7 chanced to look back 
at the disabled tank. 

As I did so. Captain 
Wain, with his tunic 
torn away at the front, 
his chest covered in 


blood, and in a pretty 
bad way, jumped into 
the trench by my side 
and shouted, “Give me 
a bloody rifle!” That’s 
all he said. I saw him 
snatch a rifle, put it to 
his shoulder, fire two 
rounds, and was 
himself shot dead in the 
head. He dropped, a 
lifeless corpse, by my 
side.’ 

Richard Wain was 
taken unconscious to a 
dressing station where 
he died. 

His Victoria Cross 
was announced in The 
London Gazette on 
February 13, 1918: 'For 
most conspicuous 
bravery in command of 
a section of Tanks. 
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The incredible story of men’s

During an attack the 
Tank in which he was, 
was disabled by a direct 
hit near an enemy strong 
point which was holding 
up the attack. Captain 
Wain and one man, both 
seriously wounded, were 
the only survivors. 

Though bleeding 
profusely from his 
wounds, he refused the 
attention of stretcher- 
bearers, rushed from 
behind the Tank with a 
Lewis gun, and captured 
the strongpoint, taking 
about half the garrison 
prisoners. Although his 
wounds were very 
serious he picked up a 
rifle and continued to 
fire at the retiring enemy 
until he received a fatal 
wound in the head. It 
was due to the valour 
displayed by Captain 
Wain that the infantry 
were able to advance.' 

He was buried about 
200 yards south-east of 
his tank besides the 
Villers-Plouich- 
Marcoing Road but the 
grave was later lost and 
he is now 

commemorated on the 
Louverval Memorial, as 
are Lieutenant Duncan 
and Private John Alfred 
Browning, the other 


dead members of the 
crew. Richard’s Victoria 
Cross was only the 
second to be won by a 
soldier serving with the 
Tank Corps and the only 
one awarded to the Tank 
Corps at Cambrai. 

Sergeant Samuel 
George Pearse was 
born at 47, Arcot Street 
in Penarth on July 16, 
1897. He was the eldest 
of six children. His 
father George had served 
in the Grenadier Guards 
before losing an eye in a 
shooting accident. 

George trained as a 
stonemason before 
working as a cement 
burner at the South 
Wales Portland Cement 
and Lime Company, 
situated between Penarth 
and Lavernock. Samuel 
attended the National 
School in Penarth before 
working on a large 
neighbouring estate. By 
now the family was 
living at 10 Salop Place 
and later at 60 Salop 
Street. 

During this period he 
saved the life of a four- 
year-old boy who was in 
danger of being run 
down by a bolting horse 
and carriage. 

In 1911, George 
Pearse, Samuel and his 
younger brother Robert 


emigrated to Mildura, 
Victoria in Australia. 

The following year, 
Sarah Pearse and the rest 
of the children joined 
them. Here Samuel 
worked as a grape 
picker, sheep shearer, 
rabbit trapper and shot 
foxes. He also worked 
on a dairy farm. 

One day Samuel 
saved the life of a small 
child who had fallen into 
an underground water 
tank. He dived in and 
brought her to the 
surface and she suffered 
no ill effects. On 
another occasion he 
saved a girl from being 
gored by a bull. 

By 1915, Samuel was 
worldng on a river boat, 
baiting lines and 
mending nets. He was 
also serving in the local 
militia, the 73rd Infantry 
Company of the Legion 
of Frontiersmen. 

In July 1915, two 
weeks after his 18th 
birthday, Samuel joined 
the 7th Battalion of the 
Australian Army. He 
embarked from 
Melbourne on 
September 10 and spent 
two months in Egypt. 

He arrived at Anzac 
Cove, Gallipoli, on 
December 6 where he 
served until just before

Christmas Day when the 
battalion was evacuated 
to Lemnos. 

On March 31, 1916 
the battalion arrived at 
Marseilles and travelled 
north to the area of the 
Somme, entering the line 
at Fleurbaix on May 3. 
Preparations were now 
underway for the great 
Somme offensive, which 
began on July 1. 

Samuel saw his first 
major action on the 
Somme during the battle 
for Mouquet Farm later 
that month. In August 
he was transferred to the 
2nd Australian Machine 
Gun Company and was 
wounded on his very 
first day of service when 
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he was concussed as the 
result of a near miss by 
a German high explosive 
shell. The wound, 
however, was not 
serious and he was back 
in action four days later. 
In November he was 
again admitted to 
hospital. 

In January 1917 he 
was charged with going 
absent without leave for 
a third time and forfeited 
21 days’ pay. 

The Third Battle of 
Ypres, more commonly 
known as the Battle of 
Passchendaele, began on 
July 31, 1917. Samuel’s 
company took part in 
one of its constituent 
battles - the Battle of 
the Menin Road - on 
September 18. That 
night a flickering light 
was observed across No 
Man’s Fand and, taking 
a pistol and a bag of 
bombs, Samuel set off to 
investigate. 

As he drew nearer he 
saw a German machine- 
gun post so he crawled 
closer and threw two 
Mills bombs over the 
parapet into the German 
position, killing or 
wounding the machine- 
gun crew; the remainder 
he drove off with his 
pistol. Eater in the same 
battle he acted as a 
runner, carrying 
messages under heavy 
fire, and brought 
wounded men in from 


the battlefield. For these 
actions he was awarded 
the Military Medal. 

His citation in the 
Fondon Gazette on 
December 12 1917 read: 
Tor courage and 
resource on outpost duty, 
and services as a runner 
during fighting east of 
Ypres.' 

Samuel spent six 
weeks in hospital during 
1917, suffering from 
severe bronchial catarrh. 
In November he was 
promoted to lance 
corporal and 
subsequently to corporal 
in April 1918. 

In January 1918, 
while on leave at 
Harrowby Recreational 
Camp near Grantham in 
Fincolnshire, he met 
Kitty Knox and they 
became engaged in early 
May. Just a few days 
later he took part in the 
attack on Ville-sur- 
Ancre, where he 
suffered a foot wound. 
He was evacuated to 
Edmonton Military 
Hospital and was on sick 
leave until the end of 
June. 

He again went absent 
without leave in August 
1918 and was reduced to 
the ranks after a court 
martial. In January 1919 
he was hospitalised once 
more with bronchial 
catarrh and had the 
middle toe on his right 
foot amputated. He 
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bravery 


applied for discharge 
from the Australian 
Army on May 23, 1919 
and immediately applied 
to join the Royal 
Fusiliers in order to 
serve in the north Russia 
campaign. 

Samuel and Kitty 
were married on June 1, 
1919 at Houghton-le- 
Spring in County 
Durham. 

He joined the 45th 
Battalion of the Royal 
Fusiliers who were then 
ordered to Russia. The 
North Russian Relief 
Force had been formed 
to protect allied supplies 
which were being sent to 
the White Russian forces 
then engaged in a 
struggle against the 
Russian Revolutionaries 
of the Red Army. Given 
his experience, Samuel 
was soon promoted to 
the rank of serjeant. 

On August 29, 1919 
north of Emtsa, a village 
on the Archangel to 
Vologda railway line, his 
actions resulted in the 
award of the Victoria 
Cross. 

The citation for his 
Victoria Cross in the 
Fondon Gazette on 
October 21, 1919 stated: 
Tor most conspicuous 
bravery, devotion to duty 
and self-sacrifice during 
the operation against the 
enemy battery position 
north of Emtsa (North 
Russia) on the 29th 


August 1919. 

Serjeant Pearse cut 
his way through enemy 
barbed wire under very 
heavy machine-gun and 
rifle fire and cleared a 
way for the troops to 
enter the battery 
position. Seeing that a 
blockhouse was 
harassing our advance 
and causing us 
casualties, he charged 
the blockhouse single- 
handed, killing the 
occupants with bombs. 

This gallant non¬ 
commissioned officer 
met his death a minute 
later, and it was due to 
him that the position 
was carried with so few 
casualties. His 
magnificent bravery and 
utter disregard for 
personal danger won for 
him the admiration of all 
troops.’ 

Samuel Pearse was 22 
years of age. His 
daughter, named Victoria 
Catherine after his 
gallantry award, was 
born in February 1920. 
Samuel was buried in 
the Obozerskaya Burial 
Ground. He is also 
commemorated on a 
special memorial in 
Archangel Allied 
Cemetery.

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Education part 3 1892 - 1914 
The Catholic saga: necessary or 
not? Barry history by Laurie Owen 


LOCAL historian Laurie Owen 
continues his series on the time 
(approx 1880 to 1905) when 
Barry rapidly expanded from a 
small village to a large town - 
driven by the opening of Barry 
Docks. 

I N 1886, a young Irish doctor 
arrived in Cadoxton 
primarily as a GP, but due to 
his energy and drive, he would be 
instrumental in the dramatic 
changes about to happen. 

Peter Joseph O’Donnell 1856-1937 
LRCSI (Dublin), served on the first Local 
Board in 1888 and was chairman of the 
School Board for 10 years. With the 
assistance of Father Hyland, Mass was 
celebrated in 1887 at the doctor’s home 
‘Ardmoyle’ on Barry Road and with many 
Catholics in the area, a school was next 
on the agenda. 

In May 1892, St Helen’s Roman 
Catholic School-Chapel opened on Court 
Road, with headmistress Mrs Catherine 
Higgins and 114 children already 
enrolled. 

Built on undisturbed farmland near the 
police station for £2,000, teachers, books 
and stationery were financed by the 
Catholic Authorities and parents helped 
with maintenance. 

In July of that year. Monsignor William 
Williams of Cardiff made an impassioned 
plea for his school to be ‘recognised’ as a 
public elementary school and thus be 
eligible for the 17s 6d per pupil grant 
from the Education Department. 

The Local Board had objected to the 
school being built and were now almost 
united against such approval, deeming 
this extra school “unnecessary”. As a 
lone supportive voice on the committee. 
Dr O’Donnell asserted that religion was 
the biggest opposition factor, but this was 
vehemently denied. There were 
legitimate financial concerns, because 
every child who attended the Catholic 
School would mean a loss of 17s 6d to the 
Board Schools at Cadoxton, East Barry 
and Holton. 

The Monsignor tried repeatedly without 
success but then after four years, amid 
‘vigorous protest’ by the School Board, 
the Education Department declared that 
the school was a “not unnecessary school” 
and would receive grants in line with all 
other schools. 

Just two years later, with 
accommodation for 246 children and 361 
on the register with an average attendance 
of 296, permission was given to extend 
the site to take an additional 56 mixed 
pupils and 54 infants. 

At that time, total school 
accommodation was for 4,990 pupils with 
5,377 on the register and average 
attendance of 86.3 per cent. 

The Education Act of 1902 abolished 
School Boards and brought all elementary 
schools under the Local Education 
Authority of the County Council. It also 
now provided funds for religious 
instruction, allowing St Helen’s further 
financial assistance and while the Church 
of England approved, it was opposed by 
Nonconformists and the Liberal Party. 

Managers of St Helen’s School, now 
rightfully in celebratory mood, soon 
realised that passing a law was not the 
same as enforcing a law. Throughout the 
land there was much resistance to these 
new rules and Barry Education Authority 
dragged their heels on every occasion. 

WJ Williams caused quite a ‘spat’ with 
Dr O’Donnell and Mr McCann, as he 
resented paying Catholic teachers when 
they had not appointed them. Eollowing 
many meetings over several years, the 
situation escalated to the point where St 
Helen’s secured a barrister to fight their 
case. Teachers had been submitting their 
resignations because of unpaid salaries, so 
an inquiry was held in June 1905. 

The following year, the Board of 
Education instructed Barry UDC to pay 
salaries, much to the indignation of some 
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councillors. 

When the Welsh Intermediate 
Education Bill became law in 1889, local 
men such as JC Meggitt, John Lowdon 
and others could finally satisfy their 
desire for sons of working men to have 
opportunities equal to the sons of the rich. 
County Councils were now able to plan 
for such schools to be financed out of 
local rates. Treasury grants and fees from 
parents. They would later become 
Grammar Schools and were the first to 
receive funds from the public purse. 

In March 1891, a committee sought 
funds to erect a new school, with 
Glamorgan CC agreeing to donate £2,000, 
then a further £300, John Cory JP offering 
an immediate £125 topped up by private 
donations of £608. A year later they 
purchased two acres of land for £600 and 
then Henry John Money of 1, Park 
Crescent was awarded the contract in 
1894 to build the school for £2,670. 

The Barry Intermediate School opened 
in October 1896 on a former football and 
cricket site at the top of Buttrills Hill, 
with the aim of supplying higher 
education, initially to 60 boys and 40 girls 
in separate classes. 

Headmaster Henry Richard Norris MA 
BSc (London), LLM BA (Cambridge) 
was chosen out of 80 applicants and had 
vast experience and credentials, including 
1st Class and Double Honours. 

The building consisted of a large 
assembly hall, separate classrooms for 
both sexes, a chemistry laboratory, art 
studio, large cookery kitchen, scullery, 
laundry, ironing stoves and drying horses. 

Rooms were heated by slow 
combustion stoves and pupils were 
prepared for university with a curriculum 
of basic subjects plus Latin, Prench, 
maths, algebra, Euclid, book-keeping, 
shorthand, cookery, physics, chemistry, 
mechanics and practical education in all 
trades. 

It was recorded that 38 boys and 50 
girls sat the first entrance exam. 

Edward Davies JP of Llandinam, 
endowed the school with £1,000, in 
memory of his father David, the main 
promoter of the docks in 1884. The 
interest would finance scholarships for 18 
boys and 12 girls, all children of railway 
company employees, who had attended a 
Board school for three years, were under 
14 and living in a wide area of the Vale. 
The Governors also had powers to make 
grants available to some poorer families, 
including Catholic children. 

The 1st annual Speech Day was held in 
December 1897 at the Romilly Hall, 
Broad Street, where the headmaster 
stressed the importance of learning social 
skills and to this end they now had mixed 
classes. 

Sport also featured, with the boys 
remaining unbeaten at football but less 


successful at cricket. Girls were playing 
hockey and hoping to take up baseball 
very soon. The time had now come when 
girls should be given the same 
opportunities as boys. 

Initially with accommodation for 100 
students and an average attendance of 
126, work was in progress to extend the 
buildings to take up to 180. Scholarships 
had been awarded to 26 students with 21 
being renewed for a second year. School 
fees were a £1 per term and the County 
Council grant was £500pa and even when 
this was increased to £900pa in 1901, 
income continued to be a problem. 

Before moving on, just a short 
nostalgic visit to the 1958 copy of the 
‘Barrian’, first printed in April 1900. The 
editorial committee was led by Gwyn 
‘Killer’ Thomas BA and Brynmor ‘Boris’ 
Ashton BA, two masters who introduced 
us to the wonders of ‘Don Quijote and 
Windmills’ and ‘Virgil’s Aeneid’. 

The rest of the team were ‘members of 
sixth form’ and this copy had 44 pages, 
taking us to Australia and the eastern Med 
with ‘Maroulis’,plus dramas,poems, 
music and even ‘The Crisis of Man’ by 
Malcolm Luxton. 

The first paragraph of the editorial 
carried me back 60 years to ‘Killer’ 
Thomas, musing on the approach of 
spring and summer: “Even the younger 
desks within thirty yards of the boiler 
room have been seen to bud...” 

“This was seconded by a skiffle chant 
of propitiation led by Brian Pitman on 
washboard and vocally belting out the 
beat, Kenneth Doble on his double bass, 
Neil Holmes on his motor bike and Alan 
Morgan on the skull fragments of the 
ichthyosaurus, which he dug up near 
Llantwit”. 

Barry School Board first suggested a 
joint enterprise with Cardiff, to erect a 
Truant School at Dinas Powis in 1891, but 
eight years passed before it came to 
fruition. 

It was built by ER Evans & Bros of 
Cardiff near the railway station, on an 
elevated eight acre site purchased from 
General Lee for £1,750. The total cost of 
£14,000 included buildings, roads, eight 
feet high boundary wall and the handsome 
lodge at the entrance. 

With all the latest fittings and 
appliances, security was obviously a 
necessity and windows would only open 
six inches, to prevent the 120 young boys 
from absconding. William Davies was 
Superintendent, remaining in charge until 
his sudden death from apoplexy in 1919 
aged just 51. 

It should be remembered that these 
boys were persistent truants, often 
described as ‘incorrigible’ and beyond the 
control of their parents, but they were not 
criminals. Parents had been fined 2s to 
3s.6d for non-attendance of the local 
school, but even here they could have to 
pay a similar amount towards their 
support. 

At the official opening, it was 
announced that after ‘training’ at the 
Quaker’s Yard Truant School, the 
attendance record of boys increased from 
5 per cent to 75 per cent. This 
emphasised that the new school would 
benefit the finances of the Board, as 
grants were linked to attendance. 

Looking back over the first 20 years 
(1888-1908), as three small villages 
developed into a bustling town, educating 
thousands of newly-arrived children was a 
huge task. 

The men chosen to plan and supervise 
that project, deserved the respect of not 
only the first generation, but also those of 
us who came later and attended those 
same schools. 

Although outside the dates of the 
original story, these two brief accounts 
bring to an end how education was 
established in the early days. 

The County School for Girls opened in 
September 1913 to accommodate 220 
scholars, with headmistress Miss CP Lee 
chosen out of 98 applicants, on a salary of 
£250pa.

come on suddenly, and 
can include fever, chills, 
headache, cough, muscle 
aches and fatigue. For 
those in an at risk group, 
flu can be deadly. 

“Flu cannot be treated 
with antibiotics. Make 
sure you do not put 
yourself at risk by 
missing this potentially 
life-saving opportunity. 

“This year we held 
successful Saturday 
clinics in Cowbridge and 
Llantwit Major, with 
very positive feedback 
from patients. 

“However, only 26 per 
cent of asthmatics and 36 
per cent of patients living 
with chronic obstructive 
pulmonary disease 
registered with our 
practice have received 
their protection. 

“This is particularly 
concerning, as severe 
cases of flu for patients 
living with these 
conditions, could see 


them being admitted to 
hospital due to 
complications.” 

Sister Torres warns 
that even if you had the 
vaccine last year, it is 
very important to get it 
again this year.

The building was 
erected for £10,000 on 
an imposing site lower 
down Buttrills Road by 
Cardiff builders Knox 
and Wells, being 
described as one of the 
finest and best 
appointed in the 
Principality. 

Finally, in their own 
school after 17 years 
with the boys, they 
could build on what had 
gone before and the 
head stressed that girls 
deserved the best 
available teaching, to 
achieve future 
excellence. 

They had a fine 
library, an open 
classroom on the first 
floor and two upstairs, 
where on fine days 
open-air classes would 
be held. Within a few 
months. Lady of the 
Manor Mrs Tenner 
donated two acres of 
land as a recreation 
ground for the girls. 

Glamorgan Training 
College for Women 
opened a year later, on a 
site between Buttrills 
Road and College Road. 

Principal Miss Hilda 
Mary Raw MA 
(London) would receive 
a salary of £400pa plus 
board/lodge and 
laundry. Situated 
between the Boys’ and 
Girls’ Schools, Barry 
had been chosen for this 
important establishment 
because of its good 
schools and the interest 
of its citizens in 
education. 

An interesting story 
appeared early on when 
Barry Dock and 
Cadoxton churches 
complained that the 
principal had advised 
her young ladies to only 
attend churches in the 
immediate area. 


The chairman of the 
College Committee, J 
Lowdon JP, was 
despatched to find the 
reasons for such advice. 
Miss Raw considered it 
her dual role to not only 
train young women to 
be teachers, but also to 
act as a substitute 
parent while in her care. 

With so many 
seamen in this bustling 
town, police had 
warned her not to allow 
the young and 
sometimes naive 
students to walk up 
Buttrills Road after 
dusk, when they may 
encounter men and 
women of ‘loose 
character’. 

It was also known 
that 1,000 soldiers were 
coming for the winter 
with a further 3,000 to 


4,000 possibly later. 
Miss Raw contacted all 
parents, explaining the 
situation and asking for 
written approval of her 
decision and the vast 
majority agreed. 

In the ‘social media’ 
of a century ago, a letter 
highlighted other 
draconian rules being 
forced upon these 
unfortunate students: 
dust the class and 
assembly rooms; assist 
maids in clearing tables; 
carry crockery to the 
‘dinner-wagon’; clean 
their own bedrooms. 
This deprived them of 
their afternoon 
recreation and only 
being allowed out for 
two hours on Saturday 
afternoons, the writer 
forecast a breakdown in 
health. 


Speculation over Dinas 
Powys air pollution 


‘HAS there been a 
recent rise in 
pollution along the 
main road through 
Dinas Powys, 
particularly at 
Railway Terrace in 
Eastbrook?’ 

That was the question 
posed this week by Rod 
Harrod, the chairman of 
Dinas Powys Bypass 
Steering Group. He is 
asking the village’s Vale 
councillors to raise the 
issue with council 
officers. 

Railway Terrace on 
Cardiff Road in Dinas 
was one of five 
locations in the Vale 
highlighted in an 
Arcadis consultant’s 
report on air quality. 

It showed road traffic 
emissions of nitrogen 
dioxide at, or close to, 
the relevant annual 
average concentration 
limit of 40 
microgrammes per 
cubic metre. 

The others places are 
Windsor Road, Cogan; 
Penarth; Cogan 

roundabout; Tynewydd 
Road, Barry; and 
Culverhouse Cross. 


Mr Harrod said he 
had particular concerns 
for Railway Terrace 
because it was 
sandwiched between the 
main road and railway 
track. 

He said: “We will 
possibly find out more 
when the Arcadis Stage 
2 study into the Dinas 
Powys transport 

corridor is made 
available for public 
consultation.” 

He speculated that 
the situation “...must 
have got worse” in the 
last few years, citing 
what he described as 
“...the huge increase in 
HGV traffic on Cardiff 
Road”. 

“Large lorries are not 
just travelling through 


the village but servicing 
the three construction 
sites in it,” he said. 

“In the last 18 
months, with the 
completion of the 
stretch of A4232 from 
Cardiff docks, even 
more heavy vehicles 
heading west have been 
using the main road 
through Dinas Powys 
and, as Barry 
Waterfront expands, it 
generates more traffic 
through Dinas. 

“There’s only one 
solution” the long- 
awaited by-pass. That’s 
the only way traffic can 
be taken off the existing 
main road so that it can 
be turned into a ‘B’ road 
with a weight restriction 
and a speed limit.”

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100 pupils lay wreaths to honour the fallen 


ONE hundred children 
from across the Vale 
joined together to take 
part in a commem¬ 
oration at Barry 
Memorial Hall, ahead 
of the centenary of the 
end of The Great War. 

The event was organised 
by Vale MP Alun Cairns in 
conjunction with the Royal 
British Legion, with eight 
local primary schools sending 
pupils along to pay their 
respects; and received a 
presentation from veterans 
who talked about the 
significance of Remembrance 
Day. 

Children were involved 
from primary schools across 
the Vale, with Cadoxton, 
Palmerston, Romilly, High 
Street, Gladstone and Jenner 
Park all coming from Barry 
and St Athan and Ysgol Y 
Ddraig also attended. 

Mr Cairns called on Vale 
businesses to donate towards 
the cost of the wreaths, to 
raise funds for the Royal 
British Legion. He was 
delighted to raise £2,940, far 
exceeding his £2,000 target, 
with donations received from 
over 30 businesses based in 
the Vale. 

Mr Cairns said that he is 
incredibly grateful to receive 
such support from the 
business community and is 
thankful for two substantial 
donations from Aston Martin, 
which donated £1,000 and 
Siteserv, which donated £500. 

The Vale MP said: “Thank 
you to all of the schools who 
took part, the teachers and

It’s 
so important that future 
generations understand the 
sacrifices that were made and 
why we honour them and it 
was clear to get a sense of that 
in their messages.” 

He added: “Thank you, 
also, to all of the businesses 
who kindly and generously 
donated towards the cost of 
the wreaths which will go 
towards the fantastic work 
that the Royal British Legion 
do. 

“Ld like to pay tribute to 
Theresa, Jimmy and the team 
at the British Legion.

With 
the wreath boxes looking just 
like pizza boxes, Rhys 
Cafaro, who owns Paletta 
Pizzeria in Barry, took them 
to use at the restaurant rather 
than them heading straight for 
the bin. 

Mr Cairns said: “In the 
grand scheme of things, this is 
only a small example of what 
we can do to recycle and get 
the most out of the materials 
that we use. 

“However, the opportunity 
was there to get some more 
use out of the boxes.This is 
about the wider message that 
there are lots of inventive 
ways to get the most out of 
our waste and promote 
responsibility.”

MAEA 
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Dark matter and dark 
energy: what are they? 


Reducing prisoners’ 
reoffending with 
Hhe golden thread’ 


IT is not often that 
the GEM receives 
correspondence 
from the US, but 
Joe Bakhos, a 
teacher from Big 
Bear City in 
California, read and 
commented on a 
recent astronomy 
article. 

Here is his take on 
dark matter. 
THERE are two 
astrophysics 
observations that do 
not make sense; 
they are not 
consistent with our 
current 
understanding of 
physics. 

1. Galaxies are 
accelerating away from 


each other and we don’t 
know why. Because of 
gravity, they should be 
slowing down instead of 
receding at an ever 
increasing rate. 

Most astrophysicists 
explain this by supposing 
that space itself is 
expanding, and galaxies 
are gaining gravitational 
potential energy as they 
recede from each other. 
This energy must come 
from somewhere, so dark 
energy is theorized to fill 
this gap, even though 
we’ve never directly 
observed dark energy. 

2. The outer stars 
inside galaxies are 
moving too fast. At that 
speed, a galaxy’s gravity 
should not be strong 
enough to hold the outer 
stars in orbit. Instead, 
these outer stars should 
be flying off into space. 


Most astrophysicists 
explain this by supposing 
that there is additional 
dark matter in each 
galaxy that is providing 
extra mass, but this dark 
matter cannot be detected 
directly in any way. For 
example, it is supposed 
that our galaxy is 90 per 
cent dark matter, in order 
to explain the rotation 
rates of our outer stars. 

I am proposing a new 
hypothesis: Angular 

Gravity Reversal (AGR), 
which would explain 
these phenomena without 
the need of dark matter or 
dark energy. 

According to AGR, 
normal gravity decreases 
to zero at a distance of 
approximately 1.5 
million light-years. 
Beyond this distance, 
gravity reverses 

direction, and becomes 
slightly repulsive. 
Reverse gravity then 
increases in strength as 
the distance becomes 
greater, reaching a peak 
strength at approximately 
3 million light-years. 
After this, reverse gravity 
becomes weaker and 
weaker, trailing off to 
zero as distance 
increases. 

If this is true, then 
space is not expanding. 
The Galaxies are 
accelerating away from 
each other because their 
reverse gravity is 
pushing against one 


another. There is no need 
of dark energy. 

Since gravity reverses, 
at those distances the 
galaxies are not gaining 
any potential energy. 
They are losing potential 
energy and this energy is 
being converted into 
momentum as they gain 
in speed. 

This also would 
explain galactic rotation 
rates. Any dust or gas 
that is close enough to a 
galaxy will be attracted 
to the galaxy. Any dust or 
gas that is beyond 1.5 
million light years 
however, will be repelled 
away from the galaxy. 

This means that the 
interstitial space between 
galaxies is not as empty 
as we thought; instead it 
is filled with a lot of dust 
and gas. Not only are the 
galaxies pushing against 
one another; each galaxy 
is also surrounded by a 
‘womb’ of dust and gas 
that is also pushing upon 
the galaxy. Because of 
this pushing, the outer 
stars in each galaxy are 
held in place. This is why 
they are not flying off 
into space given their 
speed. 

Thus, there is no need 
of dark matter to explain 
their motion. 

But why does gravity 
reverse like this? 
Imagine that you are 
looking at two galaxies 
from a standpoint far 


away from them. 
Imagine using your two 
arms to point at each of 
them. There is an angle 
between your two arms. 

AGR posits that 
gravity is actually 
dependent upon this 
angle, rather than the 
distance between the two 
galaxies. To speak 
anthropomorphic ally, 
space does not ‘like’ 
differing perspectives, so 
if two objects are close 
enough, space ‘works’ to 
push them close enough 
to form a single 
perspective. If two 
objects are far enough 
apart, space ‘works’ to 
push them so far apart 
that they are not related 
to each other at all. A 
more scientific way of 
expressing this is to say 
that sometimes a lower 
energy state is achieved 
by objects moving closer 
together, and sometimes 
a lower energy state is 
achieved by objects 
moving apart.

STRENGTHENING 
family ties can play 
a crucial role in 
helping offenders 
to turn their lives 
around beyond the 
prison gates, Welsh 
Secretary Alun 
Cairns said 
following a visit to 
HM Prison and 
YOI Parc in 
Bridgend on 
October 25. 

The visit to HMP 
Parc, the only privately- 
run prison in Wales, 
comes in the year 
following the 
publication of a UK 
Go vemment-commis s - 
ioned report, which 
identified family 
relationships as the 
‘golden thread’ running 
through the reforms 
across the prison estate. 

Mr Cairns met Parc 
prison director Janet 
Wallsgrove and prison 
staff to see first-hand 
how incorporating 
family members into the 
prison’s innovative 
rehabilitation schemes is 
having a significant 
impact on preventing 
prisoners from 
reoffending after 
release. 

In September 2016 
Lord Michael Farmer, in 
partnership with the 
membership charity 


Clinks, was 
commissioned by the 
UK Government to 
investigate how 
connecting prisoners 
with their families can 
improve offender 
wellbeing, assist in 
keeping the public safe 
and reduce reoffending. 

During the visit to 
HMP Parc, the 
Secretary of State met 
Corin Morgan- 
Armstrong, head of 
family interventions for 
G4S Central 
Government Services in 
the UK, who 
highlighted how the 
success of the prison’s 
‘Invisible Walls Wales’ 
project has produced 
tangible results for the 
rehabilitation of 
offenders. 

Mr Cairns said: “Safe 
and secure prison 
environments are just 
the foundation for 
successful 

rehabilitation. But as 
Lord Farmer’s review 
outlined last year, 
building and nurturing 
family relationships is 


also fundamentally 
important if people are 
to change. 

“It has been inspiring 
to meet the passionate 
staff at HMP Parc and 
to experience how they 
are pursuing trailblazing 
initiatives like ‘Invisible 
Walls Wales’.” 

Backed by Big 
Lottery Fund investment 
and working in 
partnership with 
Bamardo’s Cymru, the 
Invisible Walls Wales 
scheme helps prisoners 
to strengthen family ties 
and maintain healthy 
family relationships as 
well as providing them 
with advice on issues 
such as debt, housing, 
training and moving 
towards employment. 

Janet Wallsgrove, 
director of HMP and 
YOI Parc said: “Our 
aim is to reduce 
reoffending after release 
by providing prisoners 
with the right skills and 
support during their 
sentence, and by 
strengthening their ties 
with the community.”

ALL EYES NOW TURN TO AUSTRALIA - 
ARE THEY THERE FOR THE TAKING? 


A good start to autumn for Wales as 
rugby pays tribute to a remarkable man

REMEMBER when 
strength in depth 
was the Holy Grail 
of Welsh rugby? 

It was there in the 
background when we 
had a competitive team, 
and then became a full 
grown curse when we 
were short of star names. 

New Zealand and 
England have always 
had strength in depth, 
while in recent years 
Ireland have organised 
their affairs so well that 
they have it too. 

However, when you 
add up the Welsh names 
who were missing from 
the encounter with 
Scotland - either 
injured, rested or red 
taped - it is pretty clear 
that Warren Gatland 
does now have a strong 
pool of players from 
which to choose. 

The autumn 
internationals have 
become a testing ground 
for players who are 
forcing themselves into 
the mix, but it does 
affect the crowd, who 
hold back a bit 
emotionally, more intent 
on assessing the new 
players than on cheering 
Wales on. It makes for a 
slightly odd situation, 
because the players are 
not holding back at all - 
there were some 
crunching collisions - 
but the atmosphere was 
muted. 

The Wales coach had 
urged his team to ‘play 
smart’ and there was a 
sense - for almost the 
entire game - that Wales 
were in control, but in 
the end the match never 


caught fire. 

It took Wales maybe 
15 minutes to form the 
view that this Scotland 
team lacked a cutting 
edge, and so they were 
content to play a 
territorial game. Watch 
Wales in any pub these 
days and you can 
guarantee that two or 
three fans will get 
angrier and angrier every 
time Gareth Davies sets 
himself to launch 
another box kick. 

They must have been 
apoplectic on Saturday. 

The fact that Warren 
Gatland keeps picking 
him suggests that the 
Welsh coaching team are 
happy with the tactic, 
but the anger heads 
inexorably in Davies’ 
direction, despite his 
excellent running when 
Wales do cut loose. 

Normally Wales 
retrieve a fair percentage 
of possession from these 
box kicks, but on 
Saturday Scotland took 
the lion’s share, but 
struggled to do much 
with it. 

Perhaps Scotland 
were deflated by having 
the better of the first 10 
minutes, only to be 6-0 
down. In the first 
minute, their promising 
new star Adam Hastings 
had a chance to put a 
penalty kick well into 
the Welsh half but 
missed touch. 

A bit of kicking tennis 
followed, which Wales 
won, and Scotland gave 
away a penalty on the 
40-metre line. Leigh 
Halfpenny stepped up to 
score. 

From the Scotland 


point of view, worse 
followed two minutes 
later when centre Alex 
Dunbar managed to 
stand up Hadleigh 
Parkes and then take him 
on the outside. He made 
ground and was tackled 
on the 25, but the attack 
continued until Hastings 
(probably) kicked ahead 
when he should have 
passed and Halfpenny 
was able to touch down 
for a 22 drop out. 

From the restart, 
Scotland were penalised 
and Anscombe 
demonstrated exactly 
what to do with a 
penalty, finding a long 
touch to put Wales in the 
Scotland 25. Wales 
attacked from the lineout 
and Scotland were 
penalised, giving 
Anscombe a free play 
which he used cleverly, 
chipping to the corner 
for George North to 
gather and touch down. 
However, the initial 
impression that North’s 
right foot had slipped 
over the touch line was 
confirmed by the TMO. 

It was back for the 
penalty, another 
Halfpenny success and 
6-0 to Wales. 

At this stage, the 
penalty count was 
accelerating against 
Scotland, as they 
desperately tried to stem 
the Welsh attacks, and 
on 20 minutes, a Ross 
Moriarty charge led to a 
third penalty, again 
converted by Halfpenny. 

However, Scotland 
did get some 
encouragement when on 
25 minutes, the first 
scrum of the game 
resulted in a penalty 
against Wales. Hastings, 
his early nerves gone 
now, split the posts and 
it was 9-3 to Wales. 

While Scotland were 
lacking a cutting edge, it 
was pretty clear that 
Wales had one and 
George North, who is 


looking back to his best, 
proved that on 29 
minutes when he left the 
right wing and went 
looking for work 
elsewhere, appearing in 
the centre, spotting a gap 
and shrugging off two 
despairing Scottish 
tackles. Halfpenny’s 
conversion from wide 
out was two feet wide of 
the mark - his only miss 
of the day. 

As half time 
approached, however, 
the penalty count started 
to even out and from one 
of these, Hastings put 
the ball close to the 
Welsh line. Wales 
defended Scotland’s 
driving maul well - 
except for this occasion, 
when something went 
wrong and the Scotland 
hooker, Stuart Mclnally, 
emerged in the clear and 
went over. Hastings 
converted and suddenly 
it was 14-10. 

Half time came and it 
became clear that Wales’ 
new wing, Shane 
Williams-ish Luke 
Morgan, had not touched 
the ball. He and his 
opposite number Tommy 
Seymour had been in 
quarantine for the whole 
time, with the ball 
refusing to head in their 
direction. Seymour’s 
contribution amounted to 
one excellent catch of a 
Wales high kick, but that 
was it. 

On the opposite wing. 
North and Leigh Jones 
had both made several 
sniping runs but 
sometimes rugby simply 
isn’t fair. It didn’t get 
any better for the lonely 
wings in the second half. 

The second half took 
a while to get going, but 
when it did, after seven 
minutes, it was 
spectacular. There is 
something very 
reassuring about seeing a 
side score straight from 
a set piece. It’s good to 
know that you don’t 


have to sit through a 
dozen static phases. 

Wales won a line out 
and the ball was out 
quickly to Parkes, who 
passed to Anscombe on 
the run around, and the 
outside half drew his 
man and slipped the ball 
with perfect timing to 
Jonathan Davies, who 
was at full speed. 

A trademark hand-off 
and the fit-again Scarlet 
was in the clear, with a 
despairing Scottish cover 
trying to get to him. In 
fact, it’s possible that the 
only Welsh person in the 
stadium hoping that the 
cover would cut him off 
was Luke Morgan on the 
wing, well positioned for 
a scoring pass that didn’t 
come! 

Halfpenny converted 
to make it 21-10 and that 
was the last of the 
scoring. Scotland 
monopolised possession 
but couldn’t find that 
elusive cutting edge, 
while Wales made it 
difficult for themselves - 
particularly when 
replacement hooker 
Elliot Dee picked up a 
yellow card shortly after 
coming on. 

He might have made 
it worse by arguing with 
referee Mathieu Raynal, 
but Alun Wynn Jones 
was quickly on the scene 
to tell him to keep quiet. 
As a result, Dan Lydiate, 
who had an excellent 
game, had to retire to the 
bench so that the front 
row could get back to 
full strength with the 
return of Ken Owens. 

To say that the 
Scarlets hooker was not 
happy about having to 
return is an 

understatement, and his 
first words were for his 
fellow forwards who, he 
clearly felt, had taken 
their foot off the gas.

lock Jonny Gray was 
nearly over, but gave 
away a penalty by 
attempting a double 
movement. A touch of 
patience could well have 
seen Scotland score, and 
the cameras turned to 
Scotland coach Gregor 
Townsend, whose face 
became grimmer and 
grimmer as the game 
wore on. 

The expansive game 
that Scotland have been 
working towards was 
just not happening. 

So, that yellow card 
meant that Wales had to 
play almost the last 10 
minutes with seven 
forwards, which is a 
good way of testing your 
defence - but just how 
much of a test were this 
Scotland side? 

For Scotland, the 
brothers George Home 
(scmm half) and Peter 
(centre) came on and 
they almost scored, with 
George manufacturing a 
neat chip through, only 
for the ball to slip 
through Peter’s fingers. 

For Wales, Tomos 
Williams came on at 
scrum half and looked 
sharp. Quick witted too 
when he picked up a 
spilled Scottish ball and 
instantly noted that 
Anscombe and Morgan 
were advancing at top 
speed. His kick ahead 
made the two dead certs 
to reach it first, and 
there would have been 
time for Anscombe to 
step aside and let Luke 
Morgan finally get the 
ball in an attacking 
position. 

Sadly, it veered off 
line at the last minute 
and rolled into touch. 

That was the last 
significant action and a 
Welsh score at that point 
would have flattered 
them, as the possession 
stats were way in 
Scotland's favour. 

There was just time 
for a flood of last minute 


substitutions. These 
always strike me as 
pointless, but at least 
this time there was a 
joke there - at poor 
Luke Morgan’s expense. 
No sooner had Steff 
Evans come on - in the 
last minute - than the 
ball was suddenly 
available and he took a 
pass in a little bit of 
space. Not enough to 
race clear, but at least 
with a chance to beat a 
man! 

So, it was a result that 
puts Wales in good 
shape for the upcoming 
game against Australia. 

In the back row, 
Lydiate, Moriarty and 
Tipuric all did what they 
do so well - and Tipuric 
was made man of the 
match. 

There were very few 
scmms in the match, but 
at one point the Welsh 
seven-man scrum 
outsmarted an attacking 
Scotland scrum to win 
an important penalty. 
Alun Wynn Jones, thank 
goodness, is still Alun 
Wynn Jones. 

In the backs, 
Anscombe varied his 
game well and can only 
have enhanced his 


reputation, and it was 
good to see George 
North back to his 
sharpest. An added 
bonus is that Jonathan 
Davies is making a very 
rapid recovery after such 
a long period out. 

However, it would be 
massively remiss of me 
to ignore the man who 
dominated the match. 

Doddie Weir was 
always a man who 
played the game with a 
smile on his face. 

He was someone who 
gave the clear 
impression that there 
was more to life than 
rugby. 

That it was only a 
game. 

His attitude and 
demeanour since the 
terrible diagnosis of 
Motor Neurone Disease 
has been remarkable, 
and the decision to play 
the game to raise 
awareness and funds for 
research into the 
condition was something 
that Wales and Scotland 
can be proud of. 

The Doddie Weir Cup 
will be a lasting legacy 
to a truly remarkable 
man.
